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Many  Faces 


Many  faces — faces  of  the  land,  faces  of  the  people,  faces 
of  the  past,  faces  of  the  future — make  up  our  community 
and  our  school.  Capturing  in  its  lacy  foliage,  its  deep  taproot, 
its  resistance  to  adversity  of  climate  and  weather,  its  sweet- 
ness of  bloom,  its  fullness  of  fruit,  and  most  of  all  its  adapt- 
ability in  the  many  faces  and  moods  of  its  habitat,  the  mes- 
quite  tree  is  an  appropriate  symbol  of  these  windswept  rolling 
plains  of  northwest  Texas. 

Presenting  a  face  of  beauty,  the  mesquite  offers  grace  of 
form  from  the  smallest  bush  to  most  gnarled  tree  combined 
with  fresh  color  shading  from  fresh  yellow-green  of  leaf  to 
pale  yellow  of  blossom  and  honey  to  yellow-brown  of  beans  to 
gray-brown  of  trunk. 

Presenting  a  face  of  adaptability,  the  mesquite  happily  grows 
from  alkali  flat  to  rich  meadowland  to  river  bottom  with  its 
taproot  constantly  searching  out  and  utilizing  water — that 
Wilbarger  luxury. 

Presenting  faces  of  past  and  future,  the  mesquite  recalls  the 
proud  heritage  of  the  Yamparika  family  of  the  Comanche  In- 
dian who  first  grew  root  crops  on  the  banks  of  the  Pease  River 
and  reaches  out  past  visions  of  buffalo  and  long  trails  of  long- 
horns  crossing  the  Big  Red  at  Doans  to  edgings  of  super- 
highways, airstrips,  and  big  enterprise  cotton  and  wheat  farm- 
ing. 

Presenting  a  face  of  youth,  the  mesquite  constantly  dances 
in  the  breeze,  and  presenting  a  face  of  maturity  it  stands  ma- 
jestic and  gnarled,  seeming  to  say,  "Here  I  put  down  roots  and 
stayed.  This  is  my  country." 

And  so  said  the  cattleman. 

And  so  said  the  cotton  farmer. 

And  so  say  we  students  of  Vernon  High.

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Glimpses  Reveal 


Wet  and  dry,  rolling  and  flat,  agricultural  and  indus- 
trial— all  of  these  adjectives  describe  the  faces  of 
Wilbarger  County,  the  faces  of  a  growing,  thriving 
community.  An  abundance  of  fertile  land  and  a  will  to 
work  have  developed  the  once-barren  plains  into  a  pros- 
perous farming  region. 

Oil  pumps  clicking  in  the  distance,  the  dried  bed  of 
Red  River,  the  flooded  streets  after  spring  rains — the 
whirling  kaleidoscope  which  changes  as  facial  expressions 
change;  yet  all  remain  strangely  characteristic  of  an 
unchanging  community  spirit. 

Annual  events  such  as  the  Santa  Rosa  Roundup,  peace- 
ful Reaver  Creek  that  remains  constant  throughout  the 
year,  barbed  wire  fences  which  symbolize  the  early 
pioneer  movement — these  give  visible  evidences  of  the 
passage  of  time  and  the  evolvement  of  a  look  of  individ- 
uality in  a  world  of  conformity. 

Combined  or  separate,  these  glimpses  of  Wilbarger 
County  provide  caricatures  of  the  many  faces  which 
compose  the  total  community. 


The  constant  motion  of  the  oil  pump  reveals  a  type  of  prosperous 
income  of  an  agricultural   and  ranching  community. 
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In  contrast  to  the  thirsty  drought  season,  a  fairly  rare  scene  in  Vernon, 
brought  on  by  a  seemingly  never  ending  rainfall,  is  the  profusive  flooding 
of  important  streets  and  intersections  in  the  city. 


This    dry,    desolate,    sandy    place    is    typical    of    Vernon 
and    the    surrounding    area    during    seasonal    droughts. 


Caricatures  of  Vernon's  Many  Faces 


Looking  down  a 
barbed-wire  fence  row 
south  of  the  Vernon 
city  limits,  one  can  see 
the  rolling  countryside 
which  surrounds  Ver- 
non. A  very  natural 
part  of  Wilbarger 
County,  wild  sunflow- 
ers only  add  to  the 
rustic  look  of  the  rural 
area.  In  the  back- 
ground the  Santa  Rosa 
rodeo  grounds  where 
the  Santa  Rosa  Round- 
up is  held  annually  as 
another  facet  in  the 
life  of  the  community. 
Characterized  by  fields 
of  alfalfa  and  other 
grains,  the  grasslands 
of  Wilbarger  County 
are  the  epitome  of  the 
farming  community. 
Though  modern  and 
improved  farming 
methods  are  used, 
there  remains  a  hint 
of  the  spirit  of  the 
early  pioneers — a  spirit 
that  still  stimulates 
growth  in  a  thriving 
Wilbarger    County. 
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Here,  at  a  happy  medium  of  wet  and   dry,  a   bridge  over  Beaver 
Creek  reveals  the  varying  contrasts  of  the  area.  Surrounded  by  the 


foliage  which  is  typical  of  Wilbarger  County,  this  scene  exemplifies 
the  highest  degree  of  farm  community  simplicity. 


Along  with  the  modern  and  the  new,  Vernon  has  a 
picturesque  and  Historic  background.  When  the  pioneers 
came,  this  area  was  nothing  but  rich  plains  of  mesquite 
and  wild  grass.  This  untamed  land  had  to  be  settled  as 
any  other  area.  As  people  moved  in  and  the  area  became 
less  desolate,  the  landscape  took  on  a  different  look. 
Windmills,  that  have  survived  the  rigors  of  a  thriving 
community,  were  built,  and  the  building  of  a  town  began 
to  take  shape. 

The  trail  drives  that  took  the  last  of  the  Ionghorns 
to  market  came  through  Vernon  to  Doan's  Crossing  which 
is  marked  by  an  old  Adobe  hut. 

There  have  been  many  changes  since  those  days  of 
windmills  and  Ionghorns,  but  there  is  one  thing  that 
can  never  change — the  heritage  that  Vernon  has  from 
the  pride  and  ambitions  of  those  who  first  settled  here 
and  helped  to  make  Vernon  what  it  is. 
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Coming  into  Vernon  from  the  north   one   is  greeted   by  the  sight 
of  the  grain   elevators,   which   are   kept   full   of   grain   by   farmers.

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Wilderness  Into  Thriving  Community 


This  beautiful  and  peaceful-looking  spot,  north  of  Vernon  at 
the  tressel,  overgrown  with  mesquite  and  other  brush  is  easily 
and  quickly  converted  into  a  dangerous  river  of  raging  torrents 


and    flooding    depth    when    the    early    spring    rains    are    more 
abundant  than  usual. 


Wilbarger   Memorial    Auditorium,   the   beautiful,    vast   assembly    building   constructed    in 
1952,   is  the  center  of  civic   and   cultural   interest   in   Vernon   and   the   surrounding   area. 
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Open  house  at  the  newly  constructed  bowl-shaped 
Lions  Stadium  brought  many  residents  of  Vernon 
and  the  area  out  to  buy  reserved  seat  tickets  for 
the  coming  football  season. 
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Many  people  came  to  inspect  the  facilities  of  the  ultra-modern  football  stadium, 
which  included  tours  of  the  well-equipped  field  house  and  press  box. 


GROWTH;  DEVELOPMENT 

Public  Views  Progress 

Progress  has  plaved  a  major  role  in  the  development  of  the  Wilbarger 
County  area.  Through  progress,  an  empty  field  was  converted  into  an 
ultra-modern  stadium  to  house  the  Vernon  Lions.  Through  progress,  a 
cultural  center  was  opened  to  present  a  variety  of  entertainment  for 
the  public.  Through  progress,  the  still  old  fashioned  round-up  has  come 
to  the  highest  degree  of  modernization  possible.  Through  progress,  an 
ultra-modern  school  with  better  facilities  was  built,  and  the  building 
of  an  up-to-date  hospital  has  begun.  All  of  these  show  the  work  that 
progress  plays  in  a  small  thriving  community  trying  to  compete  with 
the  rest  of  the  world. 

Progress  is  advance,  growth,  development,  and  improvement.  These 
are  the  ways  a  community  must  react  to  the  passing  of  time  if  that 
community  wants  to  keep  up  with  the  pace  of  the  world.

Long-standing  as  a  symbol  of  the  face  of  pioneer  leadership 
in  our  Greenbelt  agriculture  area,  the  entrance  to  the  Santa 
Rosa  Ranch,  headquarters  of  the  vast  and  world  renowned 
Waggoner  Ranch,  brings  to  mind  the  qualities  of  endurance, 
steadfastness,  and  initiative  that  mark  those  who  must  lead. 

As  the  founders  of  the  Waggoner  empire  discovered  the 
necessities  of  blazing  trails,  of  pioneering,  so  have  the  admin- 
istrators and  teachers  at  Vernon  High  School.  With  a  curricu- 
lum widely  expanded  to  meet  vocational  as  well  as  college  pre- 
paratory programs,  administrators  and  the  board  of  education 
have  blazed  trails  no  less  real  than  those  pointing  north  on  the 
great  cattle  drives. 

Desperately  fighting  climate,  weather,  and  economic  ups  and 
downs,  founders  of  the  state  exhibited  a  strong  endurance  akin 
to  that  of  the  educator  who  rides  the  tide  of  change  and  builds 
ever  upward  despite  severe  economic  adversity,  apathy  of  many 
of  its  citizens,  and  staunch  resistance  on  the  part  of  large  num- 
bers of  students.

Teaching  and  learning — two  sides  to  a  coin, 
two  faces  as  alike  and  yet  as  different  as  comic 
and  tragic  masks — are  the  one  reason  for  a  school.

Headed  by  Mr.  Bobby  Wall,  the  science  department  teaches 
general  science,  biology,  chemistry,  and  physics  as  laboratory 
courses  with  special  projects  ranging  from  collections  of  in- 
sects and  leaves  to  chemical  experiments  to  construction  of 
experiments  based  upon  nuclear  physics. 

Instructors  include  Mr.  Wall  who  teaches  biology,  Mr.  Merle 
Landes  who  teaches  physics;  Mr.  Jackes  Upton  who  teaches 
general  science  and  biology;  Mr.  Lowell  Roddy  who  teaches 
chemistry;    and  Mr.   Jack   Hunter   who  teaches   general   science. 

Physics,  the  most  highly  specialized  of  the  subjects  offered 
in  science,  is  a  challenge  to  those  students  of  proven  math- 
science-linguistic  ability  who  are  preparing  for  college. 

Chemistry,  integrated  with  other  basic  academic  disciplines, 
also  is  most  frequently  taken  by  the  college-bound  student  who 
is  interested  in  such  a  science  of  interactions  between  different 
types  of  matter. 

Biology  is  designed,  through  the  combined  use  of  class  and 
laboratory  work,  to  present  to  the  pupil  the  complicated  world 
of  living  organisms,  with  the  goal  in  mind  that  the  pupil  under- 
stand life  itself  and  be  better  prepared  to  take  his  place  in 
society. 

Offered  at  the  freshman  level,  general  science  serves  as  a 
culmination  and  serious  completion,  with  laboratory  work,  of 
the  preceding  years  of  instruction  in  elementary  science.  It 
also  is  the  orientation  for  the  instruction-in-depth  courses  that 
are  taught  at  other  levels.

Encouraging  and  maintaining  teamwork  and  spirit,  rais- 
ing the  physical  and  moral  standards  of  the  team  and  of 
the  individual,  and  developing  the  mind,  both  on  and  off 
the  playing  field,  are  but  a  few  of  the  duties  of  the  Ver- 
non High  School  football  coaches.  Through  careful  plan- 
ning and  study,  these  men  develop  a  team  from  a  group  of 
individuals. 

Coach  C.  R.  (Pat)  Pattison.  with  his  familiar  hat  and 
clipboard.  Coach  John  Blocker  with  his  sonicator,  Coach 
Jack  Upton  instructing  the  ends  in  the  art  of  catching 
passes — all  of  these  things  are  familiar  sights  at  the  new, 
ultra-modern  athletic  plant. 

These  faces  of  determination,  pride,  and  enthusiasm  in- 
stilled in  the  Vernon  Lions  the  idea  of  true  sportsmanship 
and  what  it  takes  to  be  a  good  loser,  as  well  as  a  good 
winner.  These  faces  reflected  the  pride  within  the  coach — 
the  pride  in  a  team  that  refused  to  quit  even  during  the 
last  few  seconds  of  the  last  game. 

These  faces  watched  as  the  Lions  were  defeated.  They 
revealed  the  emotion  that  only  those  who  have  tasted 
defeat  can  reveal;  and  yet,  these  faces  encouraged  and 
urged  each  boy  to  give  'his  last  full  measure  of  devotion.'

Before  coming  to  Vernon.  Coach  Pattison  played  foot- 
ball at  Shreveport,  Louisiana  Centenary.  His  record  as  an 
outstanding  coach  is  revealed  in  the  fact  that  he  led  two 
teams  to  state  championships  and  led  last  year's  Vernon 
Lions  to  a  quarter-finals  playoff. 

Coach  Blocker  played  football  at  Lubbock  under  Coach 
Pattison.  An  outstanding  halfback,  Coach  Blocker  saw  col- 
lege grid  duty  at  San  Angelo  College,  North  Texas  State, 
and  Florida  State.  He  coached  at  Post  for  a  year  and  at 
Hart  for  two  years  before  joining  the  Vernon  coaching 
staff. 

Coach  Upton  attended  Texas  Christian  University  where 
he  played  varsity  track.  He  coached  freshman  sports  at 
Irving  three  years  before  coming  to  Vernon.  After  one 
year  as  freshman  coach  at  Vernon,  Coach  Upton  was 
moved  to  varsity  end  coach. 

These  three  worked  tirelessly  and  never  gave  up  the 
idea  that  'It's  not  whether  one  wins  or  loses  that  counts; 
rather,  it  is  how  one  plays  the  game.'

FIRST  GAME 

Maroon  Falls  14-13 


Sparked  by  the  passing  of  Tulia  quarterback  Ricky  Lan- 
ders, the  Hornets  were  victorious  over  the  Vernon  Lions  in 
the  first  game  of  the  1967  season. 

Late  in  the  second  quarter,  following  an  80-yard  drive, 
end  Mike  McCulloch,  scored  on  a  28-yard  pass  from  Tulia 
quarterback  Rick  Landers.  McCulloch's  try  for  the  extra 
point  sailed  wide  to  the  right.  The  Hornets  held  their  6-0 
lead  for  the  remainder  of  the  half. 

Not  until  late  in  the  third  quarter  did  the  Vernon  Lions 
hit  paydirt.  Gathering  a  punt  on  the  20  yard  line,  Vernon's 
Willard  Wilson  zig-zagged  through  the  Tulia  defense  to  score. 
Ed  Spradlin's  kick  was  blocked  by  the  charging  Hornets. 

Following  the  kick-off.  the  Hornets  ran  two  plays  before 
Landers  fumbled.  Vernon  tackle  Jarrell  Bohot  pounced  on 
the  ball  at  the  Tulia  26.  Before  running  out  of  downs,  the 
Lions  moved  the  ball  to  the  Tulia  14. 

Threatening  a  few  minutes  later  the  Lions  moved  the 
ball  to  the  Hornet  16.  but  were  again  forced  to  punt. 

On  the  first  play.  Tubas  Ricky  Landers  fumbled  and  Lion 
nose-guard  Bobby  Capps  recovered  the  pigskin.  It  took  the 
Lions  only  six  plays  to  cross  the  goal  line.  Fullback  Kenny 
Railsback.  on  a  third  down  and  five  play,  fought  his  way  over 
left  tackle  behind  the  key  blocking  of  Barry  Allen  and  Rich- 
ard Mason  for  the  second  Vernon  tally.  End  Mike  Dean 
booted  the  PAT  to  put  the  Lions  ahead.  13-6,  with  5:36  re- 
maining. 

Crowning  a  62-yard  jnarch.  sparked  by  Tulia's  Tommy 
Scruggs  and  Don  Crocker,  the  Hornets  added  another  touch- 
down. The  score  occurred  on  a  32-yard  pass  frsm  quarter- 
back Ricky  Landers  to  end  Mike  McCulloch.
